“"In return, the union gave up a 
previous‘agreement mandating that the 
plant be staffed by at least 26 em- 
ployees.

The two-year agreement does not 
include’any pay increases. 

In a vote which followed a discussion 
halted by Mayor Paul Schuler, the 
mayor cast the winning vote for the 
agreement when the aldermanic vote 
jas 7-4, one vote short of a council 
‘majority. Three aldermen were absent. 

Alderman Paul Fisk, chairman of the

negotiating committee, told the 
aldermen that he recommended the 
agreement after holding weeks of in- 
tensive talks with the union. If the 


council had not approve the agreement,’ 


Fisk said, he was positive the issue 
would have gone into arbitration. 

Alderman Casmer Skubish, a 
member of the negotiating committee, 
said no other union in the city has a 
manning table and the city had been 
successful in eliminating the table in 
that department. 

“Some of those employees were 
scared they'd lose their jobs,” Skubish 
said, “The document was valuable to 
those employees.” 

‘Two of the three members of the 
treatment plant committee — Alder- 
man Warren Decatur and Jake 
Varadian — who proposed the seven 
man cut in hopes of lessening an ex- 
pected residential rate hike, voted 
against the agreement. 

Varadian said he would have 
preferred the agreement to have been 
publicly discussed prior to the council 
vote to allow resident “feedback” 
before a final council vote. This way, 
said Varaidan, ‘There is going to have 
to be a substantial rate increase.”

1982-83 budget is $2.5 million with only 
$1.8 million in projected income. 

In January, City Comptroller Joseph 
Miklovic asked aldermen to consider an 
immediate $8.89-per-quarter 
residential fee and doubling of in- 
dustrial charges to allow the city, over 
a four year period, to pay back plant 
bonding reserve funds and the more 
than $300,000 debt the plant owes the 
city. 

Allstate Insurance Co., which pur- 
chased $315,000 of the plant’s bonds, 
said that, with the exception of 1976, 
“these bonds have been in technical 
default.”

he contended. 

Echols contended that a Granite City 
man was injured in Venice and the 
Granite City ambulance transported 
him. Venice was billed for the call, 
although the man was not a Venice 
resident. This has happened before, 
Echols stated.

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$2.6 million transit budget 
includes minibuses, lift vans

Five months into its fiscal 
year, the Madison County 
Transit District board has 
approved its budget for 1982. 
The. $2.6 million document 
was passed at the board's 
meeting Tuesday. 

The budget, consisting of a 
single sheet, is actually more 
an outline’ than anything 
else. It conforms to the 
various expenditure 
categories suggested in a 
newly-completed _ financial 
audit of the transit district. 

“We had to wait until the 
audit was done before we 
could approve our budget,” 
said Transit Manager Susan 
Schold. ‘‘They recom- 
mended to us that we wait 
and, follow their guidelines 
for listing expenditures.” 

The audit, conducted by 
Scheffel & Comapny, gives 
the transit district a clean 
bill of financial health. The 
auditor’s only  recom- 
mendation was that the 
district adequately bond its 
members handling district 


funds. 
“T'd be a prudent business 
move to make, since you're

dealing with so much 
money,”’ auditor Robert 
Zoelzer told the board 
Tuesday. Later in the 
meeting, the board decided 
to seek bonding of its 
treasurer, Bob Stille, for $1 
million. 

After the auditor’s report, 
the board moved quickly to 
the budget. There was little 
discussion, except for 
member Paul Schuler’s 
comment that “this is the 
simplest budget I've ever 
seen for $2.6 million.” 

ft was noted that the 
budget can be amended if 
necessary later on in the 
year. Most likely to change 
in the future is the amount 
estimated to be generated by 
sales tax revenues. 

A total of $2.56 million is 
expected through 1982 in 
sales tax revenue, but that 
figure could be less, Susan 
Schold said. Tax revenues 
for the first two months of 
this year have already been 
reported and are lower than 
ex ; 

‘Another $40,000 is expected 
to be earned in interest, 
bringing, the total an-

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ticipated resources of the 
transit district to $2.6 million 
in 1982. 

‘Total expenditures for the 
year are expected to be $1.68 
million. The unspent $916,000 
is to be put into reserves. 

Of the new budget, $1.3 
million is expected to go to 
the Bi-State Development 
Agency for its bus services, 
and $250,000 has been ear- 
marked for a supplementary 
paratransit program the 
board hopes to initiate by 
June. 

Fourteen agencies in the 
county have applied to the 
transit board to receive 
paratransit money to fund 
their own transportation 
projects. The services range 
from senior citizen buses to 
vans for the handicapped. 

Between now and the 
board’s next meeting, the 
funding requests will be 
individually examined and 
recommendations to the 
board developed. Action on 
the proposals is expected to 
be taken at the district's May 
27 meeting.

Littering-like throwing 
money out the.car window = 


It’s the season when the 
winter-wracked motorist 
sets out to enjoy the 
springtime scenery along the 
open road. 

But, all too often, he 
doesn't find only flowers and 
flora-and-fauna along the 
roadside. 

He finds litter. All kinds of 
litter. Cans. Car Hoods, Food 
sacks. Auto jacks. The list is 
limitless. Lots of the litter, it 
seems, is discarded by the 
motorists who regard the 
roadside as a free dumping 
ground. 

“it’s not free, however,” 
Secretary of Transportation 
John D. Kramer pointed out. 
“It costs the state an 
estimated §2.5 million a year 
in labor and equipment to 
clean it up,” said Kramer, 
who heads the Illinois 
Department of Tran- 
sportation, the agency with 
slate highways in its 
jurisdiction 

That cost, he said, is in 


addition to what it costs 
cities, villages and other 
governmental units to clear 
out the litter in their areas. 
“That's money out of the 
pockets of the taxpayers,” 
Kramer said, ‘and it’s 
money that could be used for 
filling potholes, or repairing 
bridges, or taking care of 
other critical road-related 
needs.” 

“Most people wouldn't 
throw mony out of ‘their 
window,”’ he said, ““*Yet 
every time they toss a bottle, 
or sack or other litter along 
the roadside, they are — in 
effect — throwing away tax 
dollars.” 

The solution, he said, is. 
obvious: Don't throw 
anything onto the roadside: 

Although there are no 
statistics available on how 
much trash is tossed on the 
state’s roadsides, he said, an 
indication of the volume of 
the problem can be seen 
from the amount of debris

Child's illness 
can cause stress

‘The recent turn in weather 
may result in more than a 
few cases of puddle- 
splashing and other ac- 
tivities that inevitably seem 
to precipitate cold and flu 
bouts among youthful 
participants. 

If your child is one who 
succumbs, remember that a 
sick child can affect a whole 
household by placing all 
family members under in- 
creased stress. Here are @ 
few common family stresses 
caused by illness and some 
suggestions for dealing with 
them. 


—Parental anxiety over an 
ill child’s well-being is a 
common stress-inducer. If 
you are doing all you can, 
you are doing enough. Most 
minor illnesses such as colds 
just need time and parents 
need to remind themselves

Additional trousehold ‘and 
iliness-related chores also 
add to the stress created by 
caring for an ill child. 
However, some careful 
planning ‘may be ‘the best 
way todeal with the increase 
in chores. Hiring a baby- 
sitter or having another 
family member care for the 
sick one while you get out of 
the house for an hour or two 
can be refreshing for both 
you and the child. 

Increased _ demands—or 
even commands—from the 
sick child add to parental 
stress. Enlist other family 
members to help with the 
legwork. 

Also, be honest with the 
sick child if you feel 
exhausted. If something can 
wait, let the child know you'll 
respond after you've res! 
for 10 or 15 minutes. Then be 
sure to respond on time. 

Jealousy that may result 
when parents devote more 
time to the sick child then to 
other family members. 
Allowing other children to 
care for the sick child can 
make them feel involved and 
important. 

‘The “‘what-can-I-do-now?” 
syndrome also must be dealt 
with once a child is well 
enough to engage in some 
activities but not well enough 
to get out of bed. Help the 
child get involved with a 
variety of activities that 
don’t necessitate getting out 
of bed, such as reading, 
putting puzzles together and 
coloring. 

Since an ill child functions 
at a lower developmental 
level than usual, activities 
and toys should be simpler 
than usual and conducive to 
use in bed. Having a child 
immobilized, even if for only 
a week, can be mentally and 
physically exhausting. 
Patience, extra planning, 
understading—and_ remi- 
nding yourself that the child 
will be well soom—can help 
you cope.

However, your doctor will 
give you a written statement 
indicating that a smallpox 
vaccination is con- 
traindicated for health 
reasons. 

The risk of a traveler 
getting smallpox is now zero, 
so a vaccination is always 
more dangerous. 

Those countries that have 
outbreaks of diseases, such 
as cholera, Denque fever, or 
African sleeping sickness, 


- usually experience such 


outbreaks in the back 
country. 

The risk for the in- 
ternational traveler who 
stays in modern hotels and in 
or near modern cities is 
smalt. 

All travelers should take 
precautions when they’re in 
a country where non- 
quarantinable diseases 
exist, Malaria, for example, 
occurs frequently in certain 
areas of Asia, Africa, 
Central and South America. 

‘You should avoid exposure 
to mosquitoes by sleeping 
inside well-screened areas or 
under mosquito netting. 
There is an anti-malarial 
medication; so if you're 
going to be in a country 
where malaria is a problem, 
you should get a prescrip- 
tion, have it filled before 
leaving home and start 
taking the medicine at the 
prescribed time, before you 
arrive in the malarious area.

If the law is passed, the 
treasurer's office would 
make only one tax billing.

Their cancelled 
checks would be their 
receipts, Henkhaus said 

He explained that of the 
106,000 tax bills, about 82,000 
go directly to individuals, 
rather than financial in- 
stitutions. 

Of those, 50 to 60 percent 
pay a first installment by 
mail. The treasurer's office 
then mails back the receipt, 
the people pay their second 
installment, and the 
treasurer's office makes a 
third mailing to return the 
receipt. 

Finance Committee 
Chairman Bill Little of Alton 
said the full board will be 
asked to endorse the 
proposal to change the law. 

Henkhaus sought to show 
that he has already saved the 
county money since he was 
elected four years ago.

Granite City school officials and. 
teachers will join forces to form a local 
coalition and build support for public 
education, it was. decided Tuesday 
night. 

A positive public image is to be 
fostered, emphasizing successful 

. educational programs. And there will 

- be combined effort to seek adequate 

> local, state and federal funding of 
schools. 

Initial proposals call for a steering 
committee of three teachers chosen by 

: Federation Local 743, 
ministrators including Superintendent 
- .B. J, Davis, plus School Board Member 
Dewey Melton and possibly a second 
+ board member,;-Bavid Partney. 

‘This group will meet to develop 
bylaws and guidelines. Cooperation will 
be sought from other school personnel 
and groups, from Parent-Teacher 

. Association units and from the Granite 
City school district’s Citizens Advisory 
Council. 

The CAC in recent months hag been 
studying a coalition approach toward 
resolving some of the problems facing 
education. 

Supt. Davis noted at Tuesday's Board 
of Education meeting that an Illinois 
Coalition for Public Education is being 
sponsored by the Illinois Association of 

‘School’ Administrators, Illinois 
Association of School Boards, Illinois 
Principals Association, Illinois 
Education Association, Illinois 
Federation of Teachers, Illinois Parent- 
Teacher Association, Illinois 
Association . of School Busifiess 
Officials, Natignal School Public 

* Relations Association, Professional 
Educators Association and Community 
Education Association. 

Plans were made for Granite City 
teachers, the board and administration 
to be represented at a regional meeting 
planned by the Illinois Coalition for 

: Publi¢’ Education on Wednesday, May 
12, at Collinsville. 

Citing numerous financial cutbacks 

- that have been ordered or proposed in 
Springfield and Washington, the Illinois 
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Coalition sees a need to rally support in 
favor of public education. 

Along with general ‘drum beating” 
on behalf of schools, the coalition will 
back or oppose specific items of 
legislation affecting education. 

In addition to the importance of state 
and regional lobbying activity, the 
potential value of a local coalition was 
stressed during the Board of Education 
meeting by Shirley Stoll, president of 
Local 743. 

Itwas approved on a voice vote of the 
board, with no dissenting votes. 
Present were President George Moore, 


three ad- Secreiery, Robert Maxwell, Thomas 


iofsky, Donald Stucke, Partney and 
Melton. iz 

Supt. Davis said, ‘I am sure there are 
many items on which we can agree as 
coalition members. In some respects, 
we have mutual interests.” 

Mrs. Stoll commented, “I think some 
great things can come from this kind of 
approach to problem-solving."* 

She said the base of families with 
children currently in school has 
dropped sharply since the 1950s, in 
proportion to the total population. This 
has reduced the sentiment for ap- 
propriations and legislation favorable 
to education, she told board members. 

Joint teacher, administrator and 
board member actions elsewhere have 
been focused on such issues as federal 
aid changes, tuition tax credit 
proposals and state funding of schools, 
Mrs. Stoll related. 

“Many good’ things are happening in 
the schools, and a coalition can work to 
improve public relations, through 
telling about these positive things,” she 
said. 

Melton recalled that at various times 
the school district and teachers have 
been ‘at odds over negotiations" and 
said that, as a consequence, there is 
considerable public resentment toward 
education here. 

He urged creating some type of 
mechanism to deal with such 
dissatisfaction. 

Mrs, Stoll said, ‘The coalition can 
help. us keep our perspective. We 
mustn't lose sight of the fine things of 
which we all can be proud.”

Pres. Moore suggested inclusion of 
other employee groups, and Partney 
expressed interest in attending the May 
12 meeting to learn more about the 
coalition. 

Maxwell noted that some issues do 
not lend themselves to a joint labor- 
management approach and will need to 
be avoided by the coalition. Mrs. Stoll 
said emphasis would be placed on 
taking stands which diverse groups 
agree upon. 

‘Moore said board approval this week 
would enable the school district to 
participate in the planning and for- 
mation of the Granite City coalition, 
rather than joining it afterward. 

Mrs. Stoll agreed and said prompt 
action is necessary because there are 
“go'many difficulties” and there is ‘so 
much work to be done.” 

Miofsky commented that if the 
coalition takes a direction considered 
detrimental to the district, the board 
can end its role in the group. 

The Ilinois Federation of Teachers 
has described current legislative 
funding proposals for 1982-83 as “the 
first reduction in actual dollars for 
education in any Illinois budget for 
more than a decade. 

“The reduction of $53 million comes 
at a time when all phases of public 
education require increases to keep 
abreast of increased costs. 

“It constitutes a serious setback for 
public education facilities and in- 
stitutions on all levels, and would have 
a disastrous impact on the kin- 
dergarten to twelfth grade level. . 

“Many special programs—formerly 
dependent on federal funds that have 
been eliminated—would have to be 
dropped, since cuts in the state budget 
leave no money to make up for these 
losses. 

“In 1981-82, the state underfunded 
teacher pensions by $144 million, as a 
one-time action, and now plans to un- 
derfund them by an additional $102 
million for 1982-83, a total of $246 
million.” 

Educators have sought to balance 
school budgets by closing numerous 
buildings and laying off employees, but 
most Illinois districts are said to be still 
operating on a deficit basis. 

Opposing groups assert that 
education continues to dominate state 
budgeting and priorities, and that all 
phases of government must make do 
with less due to the effects of unem- 
ployment and the economic recession 
on available revenue. 

Board members expressed hope that 
senior administrators would help guide 
the new coalition and Supt. Davis told 
them, “The most senior administrator 
will be happy to participate.”

At a meeting Tuesday, the county’s 
sewer committee indicated its flexibility 
by asking its consulting engineer, John P. 
‘Arnold of Sheppard, Morgan & Schwaab, 
to consider a new formula for determining 
operation and maintenance fees for Glen 
Carbon which would be more in line with 
the approximately 45-cents per 1,000 
gallons Edwardsville wants to charge. 

‘The city of Granite City also is going to 

chave to do some “shaving” of its county 
treatment charge. Instead of assessing 
Glen Carbon the same $5 per quarter ‘“‘past 
debt service retirement” fee as is charged 
residents of Special Service Area One, the 
Granite City Council is going to have to 
agree to accept the village under the same 
scale as city residents $13 per quarter for 
treatment, or risk “losing the account." 

Glen Carbon was not involved in the 
planning for or funding of the regional 
treatment plant here. It was not involved 
in the lawsuit which held up the county 
sewers. The city did not spend one penny 
on bond retirement which Glen Carbon 
was expected to pay. 

Therefore, it would probably be 
unreasonable, in our opinion, to assess 
Glen Carbon residents with a portion of the 
money already paid on the bonds which 
financed construction of the giant treat- 
ment plant. We believe it is enough of a gift 
to accept them as a partner is helping pay 
off the remaining bonds. 

‘The city also should seek avenues to 
keep the proposed monthly payments to 
Glen Carbon as low as possible. The sewer 
district is willing to finance Glen Carbon's 
share of its obligations on the county's 
sewer bonds over 20 years, rather than the 
9% years left on the bond issue, thus 
lowering the monthly payment per 
household, Such a strategy may have a 
place in any bond obligations the village 
would accept in agreeing to have its 
sewage treated by Granite City. 

Any change, at this time, in the rate 
Granite City charges its residents for 
sewage treatment would have to be 
reflected in the proposal for Glen Carbon, 
which may give Edwardsville’ a further 


edge. 

‘We understand Granite City's position 
and the very real possibility that treat- 
ment fees will increase soon so the. 
treatment plant can be self-sustaining, but 
hope the possibility of increased revenue 
from Glen Carbon can be considered in the 
discussions over the treatment rates. 

All in all, it is time for Granite City and 
county officials to sharpen their pencils 
and go to work to give Glen Carbon the 
most attractive possible package. If this 
area fails, Edwardsville is waiting in the 
wings to claim the prize.

Granite City Mayor Paul 
Schuler would just as soon 
not let that happen. 

‘Séhinler;a member of the 
Madison. County Transit 
District board, spoke out at 
the board’s meeting Tuesday 
against the prospect of the 
tranpit district sub- 
contracting its van pool 

to St. Clair County. 

Under the proposal, the 
service provided by Van 
Pool Services, to 
Madison County would be 
extended to St. Clair County 


residents. 

St; Clair would have to pay 
for the privilege, but would 
not ‘be burdened with the. 
experise of setting up and 


maintaining its own van pool 
program. 

Madison County transit 
board chairman Bill Haine 
said he favors the idea and 
thinks it benefits both 
counties. Except for Mayor 
Schuler, the rest of the board 
seemed to agree. 

Schuler said he is afraid 
that St. Clair County may not 
pay for its share of the 
service, and that it may take 
Madison County for a “free 
ride.” 

“Pm against any part- 
nership with St. Clair 
County,” the mayor said.

The Internal Revenue 
Service continues to be alert 
to “abusive” tax shelters 
designed to defer or per- 
manently avoid paying 
taxes, the IRS said this 
week. 

Abusive tax shelters do not 
have any economic sub- 
stance; their purpose is to 
avoid paying income tax. 
Very often, the shelter at- 
tempts to provide tax 
savings that are much more 
than the investment. 

According to the IRS, one 
abusive scheme involves the 
sale of Bibles. For example, 
a promoter sells a taxpayer 
a number of Bibles for less’ 
than their “retail” price, and 
advises the taxpayer to 
donate the Bibles to a church 
and claim a_ charitable 
deduction for the full retail 
price. 

The taxpayer may 
properly claim a deduction 
for the fair market value, 
and not the retail price, of 
the Bibles. 

This means that if the 
promoter sells the Bibles for 
$5,000 although the claimed 
retail value is $10,000, the

fair market value of the 
Bibles is $5,000 and, 
therefore, the taxpayer's 
deduction will be limited to 
$5,000. 

Another abusive shelter 
that has stung many tax- 
payers is the so-called 
“family estate trust.” In this 
scheme, the taxpayer sets up 
a trust, after paying a hefty 
fee, and places all earned 
money and other assets into 
the trust. 

The taxpayer then 
receives compensation from 
the trust for serving as an 
‘officer or “trustee,” in 
addition to receiving 
“household expenses, 
educational expenses,” etc. 
Promoters of these schemes 
claim that only the net 
remaining trust monies after 
distributions are made are 
taxable. 

‘According to both the IRS 
and the U.S. Tax Court, the 
true earner of the income, 
the individual, has to report 
all the income on his or her 
tax return even if it has been 
assigned to one of these 
trusts. 

Setting up this kind of trust 
could eventually mean a bill 
for back taxes, interest, and 
tax penalties.

Beans are an easy 
vegetable to grow in. the 
garden. They give @ very 
good return for the amount 
of effort required to .grow 
them. 

Beans require warm 
weather to grow. well. 
Because of this, they are 
susceptible to frost: injury, 
The best time to -plant is 
after all danger of frost is 
past and when the-soil has 
warmed to 60 degrees F. or 
more. 

There are many kinds of — 
edible beans ‘grown in South- 
western Illinois, The most 
common is the bush bean, 
which includes green. and 
wax types. These are alike 
except for pod color. 

Bush beans branch out just 
above the ground, and grow 
to a height of 12 or 16 inches, 
depending on soil: f ity 
and moisture. 


Modern varieties. 

hold their pods well, above 
the soil so they.don’t rot in 
wet weather. 

Bush beans should yield 
about one pound of beans. 
foot of row, Thus, a 30-foot 
row should produce 30 
pounds or about one hy 
It may require four to six 
pickings. to harvest this 
many beans. fi 

Vigorous, productive 
plantings can-be maintained 
by making new . plantings 
every three weeks. It takes 
about 50-55 days from 
planting time to it. 

In recent yéars, bean 
breeders. have produced 
many bush bean varieties 
resistant to bean mosiac, & 
virus disease that can be 
transmitted by insects, For

Lighting for farm 
highway vehicles 


By RONALDCORNWELL 
Area Farm Adviser 

the warm May 
weather, Madison County 
farmers are busy with field 
work. This means many 
farmers will have tractors 
and farm implements on the 
highway to move from field 
to field. It is very important 
that they have the proper 
lighting and reflectors when 
on a public road. 

Begin by mounting SMV 
(slow-moving vehicle) 
emblems on the rear of all 
equipment. 

‘According to Illinois law 
SMV, emblems must be 
visible for 500 feet. In some 
states where displaying the 
SMV emblem is mandatory, 
accidents have decreased 47 


percent. 

In addition to SMV em- 
blems, each tractor im- 
plement combination must 
be equipped with taillights, 
headlights and flashing 
amber lights. Farmers 
should mount flashing 
amber lights so they are 
visible 500 feet in normal 
sunlight. 

When operating tractors 
and other self-propelled 
implements on highways 
between sunset and sunrise, 
Illinois law requires that the 
two headlights display white 
lights visible at least 1,000 
feet. 

‘Also, two taillights must be 
visible at least 1,000 feet to 
the rear. The amber flashing 
light must be on during night 
transportation. 

Implements towed behind 
a farm tractor or pickup 
truck should display two red 
rear lights visible for 1,000 
feet or more and mounted on 
the left rear and right rear of 
the vehicle. 

Unless lights, reflectors 
and SMV emblems are clean 
and in working condition, 
they offer little protection. 

Wash SMV emblems with 
household detergent and 
water, A dirty emblem is not 
visible for 500 feet. 

Sunlight and weather fade 
emblems, resulting in 
limited visibility.. Replace 
fadded or damaged em- 
blems.

Lucas then suggested a 
plan to reduce his $207,230 
budget by 12 percent or 
$26,715. The first part of the 
proposal would eliminate the 
50-cent-an-hour pay increase 
negotiated by the county and 
the American Federation of 
State County and Municipal 
Employees for 1983. 

Freezing the 12 employees’ 
salaries would save $12,480, 
and the rest of the savings 
would come from the second 
part of Lucas’ plan, a nine- 
day pay period.

Alternative care is urged 


for more mental patients 


More mentally distrubed 
Americans are being in- 
stitutionalized in mental and 
psychiatric hospitals than 
ever before, despite the fact 
that  deinstitutionalization 
has been national policy for 
almost two decades—and in 
spite of indications that 
treatment is more effective 


and less costly in alternative. 


settings. 

In the current issue of the 
American Psychologist, 
Charles A. Kiesler, Ph.D., of 
the Carnegie-Mellon 
Institute points out there are 
about 1,800,000 admissions to 
mental hospitals in the U.S. 
each year. Seventy percent 
of all national funds spent on 
mental health go to hospitl 


care. 

Unintentially, . Medicaid 
has become the largest 
single mental health funding 
program in the country, Dr. 
Kiesler says; the specific 
services that will be paid for 
by Medicaid often determine 
the level and type of care 
given to the mentally 
disabled, and Medicaid pays 
primarily for institutional 
care. 

A policy of ‘‘nonin- 
stitutionalization” should be 
considered to determine and 
develop effective means of 
preventing or avoiding first 
admission to mental 
hospitals, Dr. Kiesler 
recommends. 

Studies show mental in- 
stitutions tend to undercut 
patients’ ability to deal 
competently and in- 

mndently with the world 
outside the institution, and 
often cut patients off from 
contact j ith relatives and 
other meaningful personal 
contacts. 

The stigma attached to 
having been a patient in a 
mental institution may also 
interfere with new learning 
and a sense of confidence 
necessary to produce 
changes in lifestyles, Dr. 
Kiesler believes. 

Reviewing 10 studies in 
which patients with serious 
mental illnesses were 

signed either to in- 
stitutions or to alternative 
types of noninstitutional 
care, Dr. Kiesler finds a 
greateg likelihood; that 
hospitalized -patients,. once 
they are discharged, will 
return to mental hospitals 
than that alternative care 
patients will ever. be ad- 
mitted to mental hospitals at 
all. 

The studies that were 
reviewed, tested many types 
of alternative care, including 
small homelike group 
facilities, hostels, several 
programs of outpatient 
treatment and individual 
psychotherapy, and com- 
munity-living approaches. 

In the latter, patients are 


trained in daily living ac- 
tivities such as doing 
laundry, shopping, cooking, 
grooming, budgeting, and 
using public transportation. 

Each study compares the 
outcome of such alternative 
care with the outcomes of 
patients in institutions, not 
just on the basis of 
psychiatric evaluations but 
also in terms of subsequent 
employment, school per- 
formance, maintenance of 
long-term relationships, and 
other measures of in- 
dependent living. 

In almost every case, the 
alternative care showed 
more positive effects than 
institutional care, Dr. 
Kiesler states; in no case did 
the cost of alternive care 
exceed that of inpatient care. 

“The best predictor of 
(mental) hospitalization is 
prior hospitalizaion,”’ Dr. 
Kiesler adds. ‘Data of the 10 
studies suggest quite clearly 
that hospitalization of 
mental patients is self- 
perpetuating.” 

“Are we institutionalizing 
too many people? I respond 
with an unqualified yes. 

“Not only is it unncessary 
to hospitalize many of the 
people we are now, it is clear 
that they could be treated in 
alternative settings more 
effectively anb less ex- 
pensively.”” 

Inpatient care could be 
reduced dramatically, he 
concludes, while increasing 
the effectiveness and quality 
of the care. 


ILLINOIS COAL USE 
FEASIBILITY PLAN 

Governor James R. 
Thompson announced his 
approval Tuesday of a 
proposal to fund the first 
demonstration in the U.S. of 
a commercial-scale cir- 
culating fluidized-bed 
combustion system to burn 

ulfur Ilinois coal. 

The $21 million system 
under consideration would 
be built at the B. F. Goodrich 
Company’s chemical plant 
at Henry. A request for 3 
million in state coal and 
energy development bond 
funds—to demonstrate 
feasibility of using Dlinois 
coal as a primary industrial 
boiler fuel—was presented to 
the Illinois Energy 
Resources Commission, a 
legislative body which has 
approval authority for coal 
bond fund expenditures.

Coal exports 


” break records 


Boosted by record- 
shattering coal export 
traffic, Norfolk and Western 
Railway has reported the 
highest first quarter net 
income in its history. 

The railroad earned $89 
million in the three months 
ended March 31, or $2.70 & 
primary common share, a 13 
percent increase over the 
prior first-quarter record set 
in 1981 of $78.6 million, or 
$2.43. 

Operating revenues were & 
record $486 million, an eight 
percent gain from $448 
million, Railway operating 
expenses in the quarter were 
$358 million, up nine percent 
from $328 million a year 
earlier. 

“During the first quarter, 
we originated 10.1 million 
tons of coal for export,” said 
Robert B. Claytor, president 
and chief executive officer. 
“We surpassed our old 
record by a million tons.” 

Including coal that 
originated on other 
railroads, NW transloaded 11 
million tons in the: first 
quarter, compared with 
eight million a year earlier. 

Claytor cautioned that 
because of seasonal factors 
and some softening of 
demand for coal abroad, 
NW’s export coal traffic in 
the current quarter ‘will 
remain strong but will 
almost certainly not reach 
the record first-quarter 
level.”” 

Domestic coal traffic in the 
1982 quarter—both to 
steelmakers and to 
utilities—was below last 
year. Tonnage originated for 
the steel market was 4.1 
million tons, compared with 
5.5 million in 1961, while 
utility originations were 6.7 
million tons, compared with 
7.2 million. 

Merchandise traffic, 
feflecting the widespread 
recession in the U.S. 
economy, continued at low 
levels. “The whole spectrum 
of our economy is: depressed 
right now, and 1 doubt there 
will be any substantial up- 
turn before the fourth 
quarter,” Claytor said. 

“We will benefit from our 
consolidation with Southern 
Railway to form the Norfolk 
Southern system. With the 
improved service we will be 
able to offer, we will be able 
to attract some additional 
traffic from our competition, 
both rail and truck.” 

NW did see improvement 
in the first quarter in food 
products and grain traffic, 
and motor vehicle traffic 
was up slightly.
